Tells of Vile Language of Men and

Washington, Dec. 14.—A report 


on steerage conditions based on Infor- 
mation obtained by special agents of 
the immigration commission traveling 
as-steerage passengers: on 
different 


transatlantic steamers was made pub- 
lic through presentation to the senate 


' with" recommendations for legislation 


to better conditions.

notwithstanding in some instances the 
letter of the, law was obeyed Implicit- 
ly.

The general report of the commis- 


sion contains reports 
of 
Individual 


agents giving their, experiences on 


, board steamships, where they posed 
; as steerage passengers. Summing up 


one"such trip, a woman agent of the 
immigration commission, .who was 
herself miserably insulted and com- 
pelled' to withstand privations which 
were repulsive to her nature,' said: 
. .."During those twelve days in the 
steerage I lived In a disorder and In 
surroundings 
that 
offended 
every 


sense. 
Only the fresh breeze from 


the sea overcame the sickening odors. 
The vile language of the men, the 
screams of 
the 
women defending 


themselves, the crying 
of children, 


fetched because o£ their surround- 
ings! and practically 
every 
sound 


that reached the ears Irritated .beyond 
endurance. 
There was no sight be- 


fore which the eye did not prefer to 
close. 


"Everything, was dirty, sticky and 


disagreeable to the touch. 
Every im- 


pression was offensive. 
Worse than 


this was the general condition 'every- 
where. 
For fifteen hours each day 1 


witnessed all around 
me this im- 


proper, indecent and forced mingling 
of men and women who were total 
strangers and often did not under- 
stand one word of the same language. 
People cannot live in such surround- 
ings and-not be influenced." 


The woman agent has described the 


mingling of .the crew with the women 
of the steerage, and said that the 
same conditions were true of the as- 
sociation of the men steerage passen- 
gers with the women. 


The women agents of the commis- 


sion say that the .women's compart- 
ments In which they were quartered 
had hut one entrance and exit, so that 
there could be no good excuse for the 
constant appearance of the men. 
It 


is said that during the hour preced- 
ing the breakfast bell, while the wom- 
en .were rising and dressing, several 
men usually passed through and re- 
turned for no ostensible reasons. 


"One night when I was retiring very 


early with a severe cold, the chiel 
steerage steward entered our co'nipart- 
meht," says one woman agent, "but 
not noticing me. approached a .Polish 
girl, who was apparently the only oc- 
cupant. 


;."She spoke In Polish, saying: 'My 


head aches—please go on and let me 
-alone.' -But he .continued and soon 
was' insulting.:her." The girl, weak- 
ened oy seasickness, 'defended herself 
as best she could.

Is no clear proof of gross negligence 
or crime on the part of those Intrust- 
ed with the care of the unfortunate 
children. ' The cause of the exceed- 
ingly high death rate Is not satisfact- 
orily explained. It may have been no 
more than what might have 'happened 
at any other Institution similarly sit- 
uated. 


"To those whose attention Is espec 


ially directed towards the guilty par- 
ents, such institutions are. regarded 
as clearing houses for social sin and 
a direct incentlye to vice, while to 
those who look primarily upon

little contretemps in his political af- 
fairs. 


When Senator Stewart of Nevada 


afterward exposed the whole crooked 
plot, tracing Its trail from Washing- 
ton to Nome and 
back, 
Involving 


United States senators and govern- 
ment officials, entire sections of his 
speech, exposing these same-officials, 
were expunged by "senatorial cour- 
tesy" from the Congressional Record. 


Is 
there another 
Alaskan con- 


spiracy, this time to control the cop- 
per and coal? Will the public,.' re- 
membering the past, be satisfied with 
star-chamber answers to this ques- 
tion? 


It is common knowledge throughout 


Alaska and the west generally that 
the Morgan Interests are allied with 
the Guggenheim mining interests, and 
that the same financial forcessare al- 
lied with the Hill railroad interests. 
When Richard A. Bnllinger was nomi- 
nated and elected mayor of Seattle, 
he was put forward by the Hill politi- 
cal managers, ostensibly to put down 
certain local evils, but really to put 
the Hill forces in control of local poll- 
tics. 
Ballinger supported Levl An- 


keny, the railroad candidate who no- 
toriously bought his seat In the Unit- 
ed States senate. 
An important de- 


tail of Balinger's record to remember 
is his grant,, as secretary of the In- 
terior, of the railroad right of way 
along the Des Chutes river in Oregon. 
Ballinger himself was an incorporator 
of the original Des Chutes railroad 
and was its vice president and coun- 
sel. 


In October, 1908, in Portland, Ore. 


—after Ballinger had ceased all con- 
nection with the land office, and while 
the presidential campaign was on— 
Ballinger spoke to Glavis of the dif- 
ficxilty of raising campaign funds. .He 
told Glavis that some of the Cunning- 
ham claimants had contributed freely 
in previous campaigns, but \vere un- 
willing to do so at that time on ac- 
count of the Investigation of their 
claims, and urged Glavis not to prose-

Clarence Cunningham lived nt Wal-

Wallace is 


the residence of Senator Heyburn of 
Idaho.

burn, In consideration for his service 
as attorney, to carry him

None of these evidences of destruc- 
tion exists on this farm. Instead, the 
twelve feet high corn stallts produce 
ears of corn of abnormal

weight; totatoes are grown that are 
almost big enough to 
fill 
a- quart 


measure, and everything else bears 
similar evidence to 
freedom 
from 


those pests that ordinarily prove so 
destructive to vegetation.

Farm Baby. 


J BBLlBVp It will prove a blessing to the child and to society if we 


will but appreciate tho fact that In.the welfare of tho country in- 


runt rests the life and- hope of the nation. 


Fighting the Infant's life battle will' assume a different aspect 


when we bring ourselves to a realization of the fact that the country 
is the recruiting.ground of our national vitality, that it is'the foun- 
tain head whence (lows a continuous stream of young men and wom- 
en to leaven the masses, to infuse our,national life-with new energy, 
to counteract in our cities the degenerating influences of urban envir- 
onment, and to offset the. tendency to national demoralization, and 
divirilization, resulting from our policy of absorbing into our popu- 
lation the overflow from the old'world's over-crowded and under- 
nourished peoples. 


There is an element of unrest among those of country birth that 


impels a considerable portion to forsake the.rural life of their fathers, 
and enter upon other vocations. Wo find, therefore, in every trade, 
business or profession, In every field or'human endeavor, men and 
women who are country born; and it is a matter of common, knowl- 
edge that a large proportion of those >ho lead In every walk of life, 
and whose achievements give'distinction!to.our national character 
were born outside of the city. 
'. •• 


The cityward trend of the country youth,'so deplored by our writ- 


ers, is,not wholly a social misfortune.. It'appears to be a perfectly 
natural movement, which we probably could.not check if we would, 
and which almost certainly we shouldiuot forestall if we could.. If 
some, on the one hand, have not the stamina to withstand the ener- 
•vating effects of the city's congestion and/the city's tension, the hope 
of the nation is, nevertheless, In the others, who bring it to brain as 
well as brawn, and vigor and vitality—this constant infusion of new 
blood, and constant accession of new force from rural sources that 
we must rely upon, in the words of a former president, "to prevent 
any possible deterioration of the American stock." 


It is for these reasons, it seems to me, that we may in the cata- 


log of our country's natural resources place a high value upon the 
children born upon our farms and in our villages—the children of the 
country as distinguished from the strictly city born—and should re- 
gard the feeding of the country infant as a work of far greater mo- 
ment than the mere saving of an infant life.

This district Is called "Lea 
stilts.

.The Inhabitants, who are among the 


poorest peasants in France, gain tnelr 
subsistence by fishing, by such' little; 
agriculture as is possible and by keep- 
Ing cows and sheep. The shepherds' 
make use of their stilts for t\vo pur-. 
poses— flrst, because walklog Is quite' 
Impossible on account of the sage and: 
undergrowth 
of brush, and, second, 


because the height of their stilts gives/ 
them a- greater range of vision.

The stilts generally are about six or 


seven feet high. Near the top there is 
a support for the foot, which has a 
strong : stirrup and strap, and still: 
nearer the top a band of leather fiis- 
.ens the stilt firmly to the leg just be-' 
ow the Imeo. Some stilts, especially 
Jiose made for fancy walking and tor 
licks, are even ' higher than ' seven 
feet, .and the man who uses .these^-; 
and he must bo an expert— can travel 
as fast as ten miles an hour. The 
owcr end of this kind of '-'stilt iis 
capped with a sheep , bone to prevent 
ts splitting.
